Vessels in quarantine 

Cholera at Hollo during November, 1903. 

Assistant Surgeon McCoy reports December 1, through the chief 
quarantine officer, as follows: During the past month 18 cases with 16 
deaths have been reported as against 33 cases with 30 deaths for the 
previous month. Of the cases for the past month 11 occurred in the 
five days ended November 29, and were confined to one locality on 
the Molo road, and limited to three or four houses. These houses 
were quarantined by the municipal board of health. 

This small outbreak was investigated by this office, and as it was 
evident that it was not the result of a widespread infection of the 
city no special measures were regarded as necessary, so far as shipping 
was concerned, other than inspection prior to sailing when a consider- 
able number of native passengers were carried.
